DOWNED MUTINY 


IN GRONSTADT 


Drunken Sailors And Vodka Crazed Soldiers 


Kioted For Many Hours. 


PLUNDERED FOUR SPIRIT HOUSES

Were Shot Down By Their Fellow Soldiers with Machine 


Guns—Slaughter Was Very Large- 


Quiet Restored. 


' Cronstndt, Nov. 10.—After an all 
night' bhllle between 7,000 still loyal 
troops and 3,000 mutinous sailors and 
artillerymen, order has been partly re- 
stored. 
. 


It is estimated that 200 men were 


killed outright, Many .wounded are in 
the hospitals. 


Most of the mutineers have sur- 


rendered, although several hundred 
are still' holding out in the eastern 
section of the town. They have thrown 
up barricades, but are surrounded and 
machine, guns are posted at all the 
streets lending to their stronghold. 


The .mutineers burned the market 


and a group of other buildings. 
The 


' fires are'still glowing and light up the 
sky. 


The outbreak 
started Wednesday 


afternoon when the sailors of the 
"Seventh Fort Equipage," revolted, 


, ancl, it is rumored, killed some of their 


officers. 
They marched out ol the 


barracks and immediately plundered 
tour spirit shops. 


Secure Liquor and Arms. 


Crazed with liquor they returned 


and seized their arms and then went 
on the rampage, firing promiscuously 
upon the troops and the loyal sailors. 


Later tliey were joined by a bat- 


talion of artillerymen from the fort- 
ress, which raised the total number 
of mutineers to 3.000. 


Several 
regiments of troops with 


light machine guns were brought from 
St. 
Petersburg 
and 
Oranienbaum. 


They Immediately attacked the muti- 
neers, who had scattered all over the 
city to pillage shops and hcouses. 


The 
fighting 
between 
the 
loyal 


troops.and the.mutineers .continued .all 
night. 


When morning dawned the panic 


rrnong the civilians, which had been 
widespread all night, increased. 


Shops. and houses 
were 
hastily 


loarded up. Hundreds of the terror- 
stricken inhabitants fled to the main- 
land by boats and stenmers. As the 
Cay advanced many'roughs joined in 
the pillage, but the workmen did not 
participate In it. Many of 'the work- 
iron and the civilian population have 
either fled or are trying to flee the 
city, and the docks are piled high with 
baggage a.nd.h<v,sehold (Affects. 


The city is'fuli' bt*?einfordements 


from St. Petersburg, and others are 
still arriving. Order has 
been re- 


stored and there was no renewal of 
the trouble during the evening. 


Searchlights from warships and tor- 


pedo boats in the 
harbor flashed 


across the waters in' order to 
aid 


launches in their search for individual 
mutineers who are trying to escape 
to the mainland by boat. 


The sailors say their chief griev- 


ances are poor food and clothing and 
an insufficient amount of liberty from 
barracks. 


Authorities Are Alarmed. 


St. Petersburg, Nov. 10.—The tii- 


thorities have become so alarmed at 
the situation in Cronstcult that 
the 


Paul regiment of the guard was dis- 
patched to the island at 1 o'clock Fri- 
day morning. 
' 
, 


The governor of Cronstadt. tele- 


graphed the general staff at midnight 
that the mutiny had been crushed: 
that there was no likelihood of any 
renewal of the revolt; that reports to 
1he effect that members of the guard 
l;ad joine'd the mutineers .were false, 
and that there was no troth in the re- 
ports that the mutineers had seized 
the arsenal and the forts. 


At this critical juncture'there is no 


attempt made in government circles 
to minimize the seriousness of 
the 


mutiny, and sit is admitted that If a 
battalion of aHillerists joined the sail- 
ors in open revolt, the mutinous spirit 
must have been .contagious.. 


Fear Action of Soldiers. 


If is also admitted that, while the 


Cossacks and the guards; stood the se-

MAY DECIDE TO BE 


IN THE STATE VET 


Rumor From Madison^ That 'He 
Is 


Not Pleased with Lick of 


Support of Lenroot,

Madison, Wis., Nov. 10.—Develop- 


ments of the past few days at the 
Wisconsin capitol have thrown doubt 
on the strong expectation that Gov- 
ernor La Follette would shortly re- 
sign his executive position and pre- 
yare to go to the United States sen- 
ate the last of this month. Governor 
La Follette selected Speaker I. L. 
Lenroot of Superior as the adminis- 
tration candidate for governor, 
but 


the announcement of Mr. 
Lenroot, 


made three weeks ago, has not awak- 
ened the responsive chord in the state 
that must be hoped for if he is to de- 
velop great strength. 
There is no 


concealing this fact, and also the oth- 
er fact, that Lieutenant Governor Da- 
vidson, who lias .made no announce- 
ment, is becoming bigger every day 
as a gubernatorial possibility. It is 
known that Mr. Davidson, has aspir- 
ations to be a governor by election. 
He-' himself admits it frankly and .to 
his friends he confides the fact that 
he'- will announce his candidacy as 
soon as Tie decently,-can do so, which 
probably means as soon as La Fol- 
lette has1 placed the executive office 
in the hands of the lieutenant gover- 
nor. Warm friends of Davidson say 
the candidacy of Lenroot has fallen 
with a sickly thud, but it, is not'as 
bad as that. It is true, linquestion- 
ably, that, the situation is exceedingly 
unsettled, and with Davidson assum- 
ing large proportions .'and bc'ins-..en- 
couraged by the factional enemies of 
the governor, it is said that La Fo!- 
lettc will be compelled to remain in 
Wisconsin or suffer great risk of the 
stalwarts again becoming powerful in 
Wisconsin politics.

Balfour made the new lord mayor's 
banquet Thursday night remarkabla 
by an appeal to the guests in behall 
of die unemployed. 


It is customary at these banquets, 


although they frequently are the oc- 
casion for making important minis- 
terial statements, to avoid domestic 
and especially controversial politics. 
Balfour created a precedent by raising 
a Question dealing-with the suffering 
poor of London. 


Heralded in accordance with an- 


cient custom by the blast of silver 
trumpets, the premier rose at a ta- 
ble which was loaded with gold plate 
and every costly adjunct to a great 
banquet and in a solemn and' sym- 
pathetic manner raised the skeleton 
at the feast. 


Says Rich Must Help. 


As he dealt pathetically with the 


misery, revealed by the recent visit to 
him of a deputation of women and 
pictured the tragedy of family life 
broken up by want the utmost still- 
ness fell upon the throng of gorge- 
ously uniformed men and bejeweled 
women. 
It was Lazarus at the gate 


appealing to Dives through the chief 
guests at a rich man's table. 


Balfour pointed out the difficulties 


In the way of remedying the misery 
arising from the lack of employment 
Ho dwelt especially on the economical 
question of how to lighten the burden 
oC suffering in the future.. At. the con- 
clusion 'of' his careful, 'sympathetic 
statement he told his audience that it 
>was their-.duty to help. ••*—,-• . 


How to Aid Deserving.

He referred to the bill the govern- 


ment recently passed dealing with, tha 
unemployed, which, he said, was based 
upon a careful system of selecting th« 
deserving . cases. . and....avoiding ,thj 


abouse of charity." He tirged'"eyen' 
man and woman present to regard It 
as their duty to see that adequate as- 
sistance was given through the .chan- 
nel ot a new law to those who, by 
timely help, may. .be prevented from 
joining the helpless, hopeless class, 
which is a burden to the community 
and a disgrace to civilization. 


•Referring to foreign affairs, 
the 


prime minister remarked upon, tha 
great movement 'the Russians are 
making in the direction of freedom.' 
He said the task,before the czar and 
his advisers Is in no way a light one, 
but that all Britons-wished success to 
.those who are working for ordered 
progress. He earnestly hoped that un- 
der the guidance of the czar and his 
ministers happiness would be brought 
to Russian millions by.a, movement 
unsullied by the horrible scenes which 
made lamentable. its initial progress. 


World Peace Is Attured. 


He spoke sanguinely on the pros- 


pects of peace throughout the world. 
He believed the future would see 'no 
wars.' Unless some nation 
should 


arise which felt it could not carry 
out its schemes of aggrandizement 
without trampling on the rights of its 
neighbors he did not see a-prospect 
for any such calamity in Europe. 
It 


'would be, indeed, a tragic reversion 
to the ancient days, he said, if Europe 
had again to form.a coalition against 
r.ny too ambitious power. 


Recalling.that exactly a century ago 


Pitt. on., a; similar occasion, ;had proph- 
.esied a,long war, he said he was 're- 
joiced to feel he might predict, so far 
as human foresight" 18 possible, for 
Great Britain' sfo'cTthe'" world 'a long 
period of peace. But, he added,' a de. 
sire must be shown -for peace, no* 
only in maintaining readiness for war. 
but by anxiety to use all the new ma- 
chinery of .arbitration.

It is alleged Haugh made 
his earlier victims1 drug Mends and 
then slowly poisoned them. Ha-gli 
said today:

same entirely, as the ratio of assess- 
ment to sales in the county had var- 
ied all the way from 37 to'SO per cent.

This is found 
in the statement of Gen. Jesse M. Lee, 
In his annual report, in which he says 
that 'a well-regulated canteen, where 
beer and light wines may be sold, 
conserves1 discipline, lessens absentee- 
ism, and to that extent tends to re- 
duce desertion.'

persuasion rather than compulsion as 
an efficient moral force." 


The Gazette has long
